This public hearing is to receive public comment regarding the proposed modifications to the Urban
Renewal Plan for the East 11* and 12th Streets Urban Renewal Area as required by Chapter 374.014 (e) of
the Texas Local Government Code. Proposed modifications will include designating community parking
on East 11* and 12th Streets, changing permitted uses, building heights, parking requirements, adding
setback requirements along the East 12th Street corridor, and as further defined in Attachment 1 to this
RCA.

The East 11* and 12* Streets Urban Renewal Plan (URP) is an integral part of the Central East Austin
Master Plan. The Austin Revitalization Authority has worked closely with area businesses, property
owners and adjacent neighborhood associations since June 2003, to come to a consensus on the proposed
modifications to the URP.
